The Most Available Nixon 


She’s rapidly becoming 
the most outspoken and 
available Nixon and, yester- 
day, Julie Nixon Eisenhower 
was at it again in “this very, 
Very difficult time of the 
Watergate tragedy/* speak- 
ing out in defense of her fa- 
ther. < 

At a White House recep- 
tion for 250 Teen Age Re-' 
publican (TAR) leaders, 
Mrs. Eisenhower said she 
if felt proud of the campaign 
Organization of 1972 ” 

To the youth whose ages 
ranged from 13 to 17, she 
said, “Thousands of workers 


all over the country did so 
much. I hate to see all the 
good things they did and all 
the good things my father 
has done in the past four- 

and a-half years oversha- 
dowed.” 

After the ovation died 
down, she tol JTTeTaudience 
that she would telephone 
her father at Camp David 
and tell him of their reac- 
tion. 

“I’ll give him your vote of 
confidence,” she said. t 

She said that her father 
had phoned her from Camp 
David the night before to 
say that his talks with So- 
viet General Secretary Leo- 
nid Brezhnev were “going 
very well.” 


She was led back to the 
v Watergate several times 
when she submitted to ques- 
tions. Asked how she feels it 
wifi affect the 1974 congres- 
sional elections, she said. /‘If 
a vote were taken today, the 
results would probably not 
be very favorable,” adding, 
“Not all the charges are in. 
We have not had all the 
facts. 

“Maybe in a month or two . 
things may turn around,” 
she predicted. 

Asked what her father 
will do when he leaves the 
White House, she said that 
he had “been so over- 
whelmed by present events' 
he has had no chance to 
think about the future.” 


But she said that her hus- 
band, David Eisenhower, 
who is now a sports colum- 
nist, has suggested that 
President Nixon become the 
future baseball commission 
er! 

She said she w^ll continue 
to help her father’s adminis- 
tration, making speeches, re- 
ceiving various groups as 
she has been doing but she 
said she is not certain what 
she will do at the end of his 
term; 

“I will always be involved 
in v politics, but I will not 
seek public office,” she said 
an apparent attempt to put 
down mounting reports to 
one contrary. “Later I may 
return to teaching.” 
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She praised the TARs for 
the job they have done and 
told them how happy she 
was that her father won the 
“youth vote ” in 1972. 

“You proved that to be a 
Republican you don’t have 
to be square,” she said. This 
brought big applause from 
the young people standing 
before her in * the East 
Room. 

After punch and cookies 
in the State dining room, 
the TARs kept time to the 
music of the Marine Band in 
the entrance hall. 

The TAR leaders are at- 
tending the Fifth National 
Teen-Age Republican Lead- 
ership Conference this week 
at Madeira School.
